What an air coatrollers’ strike might mean to the 
traveling public was driven home recently when con: 
trollers at Chicago's O'Hare Airport, the nation's 
busiest, held a mere “rule book slowdown. 

‘The FAA has rules on such matters as the 
distance between landing aircraft and the amount of, 
‘Hime that must be allotted between planes taking off 
and landing. In order to handle the buge amount of 
air traffic at busy airports such as O'Hare, the con- 
trollers normally ignore these rules. But tbe Chicago 
controllers, angered over pay and working cod 
tions, decided to follow the rule book to the letter for 
one day. The revult, for tens of thousands of 
passengers, was chaos
